The 1925 International Live Stock Exposition is a fitting cli- 
max to the twenty-six years of hard work and energy expended by 
this the World’s greatest educational institution in behalf of hu- 
manity, through the very important channel of creating a_ better 
meat supply for the daily consumption of the peoples not alone of 
this nation but for the peoples of other countries as well. 

A finer, richer quality exhibition all the way down the line 
could scarcely be imagined. The display of sheep afforded a won- 
derful spectacle. The swine department furnished material for a 
real study in the latest styles of porcine delicacies. The general 
trend, so to speak, seems to point toward a lean meat carcass. 
While in the fat cattle section everything indicated a desire to build 
the carcass that would yield the highest percentage of edible cuts. 
Aberdeen-Angus type appearing as the fashion 
plate for the beef makers art. 

The barns and stalls were filled to capac- 
ity from floor to garret. The horse barns have 
not housed such a splendid array of equine roy- 
alty in years. All in all the gates swung open 
to what in our opinion was to be the greatest 
assemblage of live stock ever placed on exhibit 
at the Chicago International. 

The breeding barns were filled to the brim 
with great broody cows and promising young 
heifers of the three principal beef breeds—Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, Hereford and Shorthorn, and a 
finer lot of bulls were never here. There was 
a fine string of Milking Shorthorns as well 
and a classy group of Red Polls and a strong 
showing of the curly faced Galloways. Each 
vieing with the other to prove to a most sus- 
ceptible audience its outstanding superior pro- 
pensities. 

Saturday morning the members of the boys 
and girls clubs had their inning. The Short- 
horns and the Herefords were brought out first 
and they made a wonderful showing, bringing 
forward the best classes shown in years. The 
Aberdeen-Angus calves playing “third fiddle,” 
so to speak, for they are always handed the 
back seat at the shows, vindicated themselves 
nicely when they brought out a splendid senior 
class of forty-one calves in which there was no 
mean specimen—every one being a good one 
and far above the average. The Ljungdahl 
brothers of Kansas were the outstanding feat- 
ure as the calves were lead in and it looked 
like easy sailing for this three masted schooner from the prairies 
of the old Sunflower state until Judge Blizzard of Oklahoma found 
down the line a wonderful calf being held by a sweet little nine year 
old girl, Pauline Brown, of Aledo, Illinois, under whose cap thrives 
a bunch of pretty red curls. “I was gcing home tomorrow” said 
Pauline whose calf had been lead to the head of the class and was 
destined later to be made the grand champion over all breeds in 
= boys and girls section, “but I guess maybe I’ll stay until they 
sell ’em.’ 

This spectacle brought out a delighted and highly pleased audi- 
ence that sat quietly and attentively while Judge Blizzard worked 
fast and with clocklike precision, never faltering and always dis- 
playing those high qualifications so essential in a cattle judge. “I 
was truly glad to find such an outstanding specimen for the grand

championship” came quickly from the nrofessor when the Journal 
man went forward to get an expression from him as to the quality 
of the show. ; 

As intimated in the last number of the Journal our new friend 
Lester Ljungdahl succeeded in placing his fine calf Crest View Ro- 
land in second with his two older brothers in third and fourth 
places. This was a wonderful achievement in itself—these three 
lads being able to select from their father’s herd three calves that 
have made the boys famous all over the middle west, and finishing 
in mass formation at the International. These calves were so good 
and so nearly alike that each has stood at least twice in the cham- 
pionship place with all three showing each time. 

William R. Wilson, of Muncie, Indiana, captured the blue in the 
Junior section, with one of- the typiest calves 
ever to be led out. He was nice and straight 
all around, good lines, and about as sweet as 
they make calves of this age, but he just did 
not carry enough meat to scare little Miss 
Brown away from the purple honors. The Sen- 
ior Hereford drew reserve ticket and he was 
perhaps a better calf than the Whitefaces have 
presented for this competition for some time. 
The roan Shorthorn contender was about the 
best Shorthorn to head a Senior class of that 
breed of late at least. These three calves were 
all nicely fleshed and looked to handle well but 
the Aberdeen-Angus was just too much calf for 
his contemporaries. 

It seemed that the interest in the boys and 
girls section of the International was by far 
more apparent than at any previous show. Par- 
ents and friends are beginning to realize that 
this diversion furnishes one of the most whole- 
some educational features of the whole show 
and that it gives young America a chance to 
capitalize on some of that pent up energy so 
often misdirected.

development of his “child.” The Journal man was decidedly pleased 
with the high class sportsmanship displayed by the lads and lassies 
who must have been so bitterly disappointed when they failed to 
place in the money. It will be a fine thing when a great long string 
of monies can be hung up so these faithful youngsters will have 
more to look forward to. Get a better one for next year and come 
back strong and full of pep—that’s the way to turn the trick.

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Annual Meeting and Banquet Big Success 


President Fullerton’s invitation to the membership to attend 

the annual banquet and meeting of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association in the Gold Room at the Congress hotel, Chi- 
cago, on Wednesday evening, December 2d was generally accepted. 
There were one hundred fifty-eight covers laid and the tables were 
all filled, members, their ladies and friends, enjoying to the utmost 
the delicious roast beef dinner. Nearly every state in the Union 
had a representative present. The regularly elected delegates were 
present in numbers in excess of prior anticipation. 
Immediately following the dinner President Fullerton acting 
as toastmaster introduced Dean W. C. Coffey, of the University of 
Minnesota who spoke briefly and interestingly on the important 
place held by the cattlemen -of this day 
in bringing about and sustaining civiliza- 
tion, declaring that meat eating peoples 
held the foremost places in the world’s 
civilization. He referred to the splendid 
work being accomplished through the 
boys and girls baby beef clubs, citing 
the wonderful achievement of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed in this capacity. He 
made special mention of the outstanding 
Aberdeen-Angus calf shown at the re- 
cent Jr. Live Stock Show at South St. 
Paul, where he won the grand champion- 
ship against all comers for his owner who 
had selected his calf from the I. L. Jones 
herd at Raymond, S. D. He spoke also 
of the excellent quality of Aberdeen-An- 
gus beef, and referred to the project now 
before the various agricultural schools of 
the land in which an attempt is being 
made to ascertain the influence of var- 
ious feeds and rations on the taste of fin- 
ished beef. A project aimed to make beef 
more palatable and thus increase the de- 
mand for this wholesome food. Dean 
Coffey is strong for boys and girls club 
work in all its branches. It will also be 
remembered that Dean Coffey was a 
member of President Coolidge’s live 
stock commission appointed to assist in 
planning a program for the relief of the 
cattle industry at large. 

Next on the program was a short 
talk from “Bill” Pew, the widely known 
Shorthorn breeder and enthusiast who 
operates areal breeding plant at Raven- 
na, Ohio. It was rather embarrassing for 
“Bill” to be called upon to tell his audi- 
ence what he thought of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle, especially in view of the fact that 
he happened to be the gentleman selected 
to tie the ribbons in the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding section at the International 
show, a task that was but half complet- 
ed at the moment. Judge Pew proved 


humor interspersed made the usually dry statistical tables perfectly 
disgestible. 
Jas. D. McGregor, pioneer breeder of Canada, at one time an 
extensive open range operator told of his experiences with Aber- 
deen-Angus bulls on the open range in the great Northwest of Can- 
ada where he ran as high as 20,000 head at times.

Secretary Tomhave then made a few 
remarks in which he urged that registra- 
tions be brought up to date at the very 
earliest possible moment because he felt 
that there should be no female stock lost 
through neglect to register, he feeling 
that the breed was going to need all this 
progeny to meet the demands that were 
going to be made within the next year or 
two. Again he bewailed the fact that it 
was not his good fortune to know each 
member personally, it being his desire 
that members and friends of the associa- 
tion should make a special effort to make 
themselves acquainted as he goes about 
pata to the business of the associa- 
ion. 
As soon as the program had been fin- 
ished a fifteen minute recess was declar- 
ed in order to give the waiters an oppor- 
tunity to clear the room and make it 
ready for the meeting that was to follow. 
At the sound of the gavel the as- 
semblage came to order and the dele- 
gates seated themselves in a body at one 
end of the room. Their credentials were 
presented and the alternates seated 
where regularly elected delegates were 
absent. To the surprise of those who 
were in attendance it was found that 
twenty-nine states were represented by 
seventy-six delegates who were ready to 
transact the association business in a 
businesslike manner. 
As soon as the roll of delegates had 
been called the reading of previous min- 
utes was waived inasmuch as the minutes 
were transcribed from the court report- 
er’s notes and could not be altered in 
any way as they had already been ap-

Chas. E. Herrick, one of Chicago’s distinguished citizens carry- 
ing more titles than the average duke or baron overseas, was next 
introduced by the toastmaster who read from his note book the 
whole catalogue of titles.

Perhaps the fact that he had served as president 
of the first Institute of American Association of Meat Packers and 
is now Vice-President of the Brenaman Packing Company of Chi- 
cago is sufficient to qualify him to speak before such an audience.

He showed the source of supply, the probabilities and the 
possibilities of the present and future demands and pointed out that 
there should be a closer cooperation all along the line if the meat 
industry was to attain that success to which it is entitled. He is 
strongly in favor of a thorough publicity program for the purpose 
of enlightening and educating America in the uses of meat as a 
regular diet. This speaker was enjoyed exceedingly and his vein of

proved by the court. This then was to 
be the first regular free meeting to be 
held under the new delegate system 
where states were to have a voice 
through their own representatives. 

President Fullerton then gave his annual address and laid be- 
fore the delegation and members and visitors present (the latter 
outnumbering the delegates) the program which he expected to 
recommend for the consideration of the new board. He dwelt at 
length on the association’s financial affairs going quite into detail 
as regards the investments made of practically all of the associa- 
tion’s funds by former treasurer Lamar. He explained how the funds 
had been made quite useless to the association at the present time 
and that proper steps were already under way to bring about a sat- 
i:factory adjustment of the affairs. It was apparent from the re- 
marks that the new government was determined to go about a dif- 
ferent system of conducting association affairs. The reserve fund 
reported to have been a few years ago upward of $100,000 had now 
dwindled to approximately one-third that amount and without any 
real Aberdeen-Angus propaganda being strongly in evidence. Pres- 
ident Fullerton believes however and he has the backing of the fra- 
ternity as a whole; that it will not take very long to get things going 
in the right direction as the board of directors and officers now in 
charge are a body of business men with wide experience as business 
men and breeders of Aberdeen-Angus (Continued on page 42

n keeping with its first place in the ranks of quality 
production the Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association hs rnp 
annual meeting assembled at Chicago during International week 
not alone approved of the movement by resolution but it directed 
its president to appoint a representative to cooperate with the agen- 
cies now at work to bring abcut a_ successful culmination of the 
movement. As a result Secretary Tomhave was named to fill this 
important office. That he is amply qualified to look well after our 
interests goes without saying. 

The Journal is free to assume first rank for the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed because it feels that there is ample evidence to corrobor- 
ate such an assumption.

various methods by which the position of a breed of 
fe Booty be judged so as to ascertain the relative position which 
it may occupy at any one time of its history. We can think of the 
application of no standard that will not yield results which will 
prove that the past year has been one of distinct and very marked 
rogress in the case of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. In Britain the 
beeed never occupied a sounder position, and there is a growing ap- 
preciation of the merits of the breed in many countries in other 
parts of the world. In most of these countries the Abredeen-Angus 
had the disadvantage of coming on the scene at a time subsequent 
to the establishment of other breeds, and it has accordingly been by 
sheer merit and practical performance that it has worked out for 
itself an ever increasing place in the estimation of men engaged in 
the breeding and feeding of beef cattle. 

The circumstances under which Aberdeen-Angus cattle made 
their appearance in these countries brought them into direct com- 
petition with representatives of other breeds, and it has been by 
the production of practical proofs of superiority that the breed has 
made that remarkable headway which has characterized its history 
within the short space of less than half a century which has elapsed 
since the foundation of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society insti- 
tuted in 1879 to foster the interests of the Aberdeen-Angus infant 
of that day. How well the infant of forty-six years ago is flourish- 
ing is abundantly 


deny that judged by the standard of the butcher trade the Aber- 
deen-Angus stands supreme without a rival. Why were Aberdeen- 
Angus cross-bred calves selling last autumn up to £37 10s? And 
why at one sale did over 500 of these Black Polled youngsters sell 
at prices over £20 a piece? Such prices are no gamble, but of year- 
ly recurrence, and they are possible just because Aberdeen-Angus 
and their crosses are the type which are in demand in these days 
of early maturity and prime quality in beef cattle. No breed, we 
make bold to say, rests more securely on a sounder commercial 
basis than the Aberdeen-Angus—a fact which again received its 
confirmation in striking manner at the spring sales of crossing 
bulls noted below. 

These notes are written prior to the opening of the fat stock 
show season of 1925, and though the show season of 1924 is now 
ancient history—for the Aberdeen-Angus is continually making 
new history at the winter shows—it may not be out of place to re- 
call some of its features:

An event that is worthy of note is the publication of Volume 
50 of the Aberdeen-Angus herd book. Since Volume 1 appeared 
in May 1862 with its 83 owners and 972 entries how great has been 
the progress made. Each Volume now contains anything from 4000 
to 5000 entries—drawn, not from one little corner in the north part 
of Scotland, but from all parts of Scotland, England and Ireland, 
and when we recall the Herd Books now in existence in Canada, in 
the United States, in Argentina, New Zealand, Austrailia and South 
Africa, we may well repeat—how great has been the progress made. 
Thoughts which are suggested by the issue of the Jubilee Volume 
of the Herd Book crowd upon the mind as intervening history is 
scanned; how rich is the material that is supplied for breed history; 
how convincing the records which the great fat stock shows yield— 
at Smithfield 17 championships and twenty carcass championships 
out of the last twenty-five shows; 5 steer and 8 heifer winners of 
the yearling championships at the last nine shows; two baby steer 
championships out of a possible three; and at Chicago even more 
glorious—13 championships at 23 shows against all breeds; 18 car- 
loads out of a possible 22 and 22 carcass championships out of a 
possible 23. No other breed can produce such a record. For other 
breeds there is made the claim of “beef” supremacy.”

men in the meat trade are prepared to pay for the Aberdeen-Angus 
type of animal, and as attested by the London Christmas Market, an 
average margin of 30s 4d extra per cwt. live-weight has been the 
verdict in favor of that class of cattle. 

To the commercial farmer, feeding for the fat market, this 
means a very substantial increase of revenue, and it is little won- 
der that within recent years the demand for cattle of this kind for 
feeding purposes has been far in excess of the supply. A result has 
been a steady and extensive widening-out of the field occupied by 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, both as represented by the existence of 
pedigree herds, and by the meeting of the requirements of the cat- 
tle feeder.

At such recognized show 
centres as Aberdeen, in the heart of the Scotch Shorthorn breeding 
industry, and Edinburgh, where meet the best that Scotland can 
put forward as evidences of skill in cattle feeding, the Aberdeen- 
Angus and their Crosses were conspicuously successful, while at 
the more local shows both in the districts more closely identified

THE LAND of OPPORTUNITY

The title is perhaps ambiguous. There is no golden road to 
success, but what I wish to point out is the opportunity for breed 
expansion in the country west of the Rocky Mountains, including 
the Territory of Hawaii, what the breed has accomplished and what 
may reasonably be expected in the future. 

Ten years ago there were scarcely any pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus on the Pacific Coast. Today some of the largest and perhaps 
most prominent herds of the country are located in its environs, and 
there are numerous smaller herds of high quality in California, Ore- 
gon, Washington and Idaho, which have been developed in the past 
decade. The breed is becoming known and where it is known it is 
rapidly gaining ground. Strange as it may seem, the range trade 
provided the entering wedge by which the Aberdeen-Angus were al- 
lowed to present their good qualities to the public of the west. 

I have at various times in the past pointed out the adaptability 
of the Aberdeen-Angus breed to range conditions. It has been my 
purpose to emphasize, not only the adaptability of the breed to 
range conditions, but to bring forth the fact that they are second 
to none in this respect. A strong assertion, but it is substantiated 
by the facts that have been brought home to me every year since 
we have been breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle here in the west. 
Why do I continually press this subject? Simply because the range 
affords the largest field for the marketing of our surplus bulls that 
can be found today

The breed is generally conceded first honors for its early ma- 
turing qualities and its excellence in the feed lot. When to these 
virtues are added its splendid qualifications for usefulness on the 
range, truly we have a breed supreme as an economic beef producer. 

A lot of breeders outside of the range country have accepted 
the version of our “opponent” breeds that the Aberdeen-Angus is 
not a range breed. That field was reserved for their own cultiva- 
tion. I must admit the same line of reasoning influenced me until 
such overwhelming evidence to the contrary was offered that I was

~ of one of our largest western State Colleges recently, he stated that 


in his opinion the Aberdeen-Angus breed was due for a remarkable 
advancement shortly, particularly on the range. He observed that 
the large operator was now practically a thing of the past and that 
the average commercial herd at the present time rarely numbered 
over 200 head, meaning that cattle are run more under fence per- 
mitting the owner the exclusive use of his own bulls. As horns are 
rarely tolerated these days, the hornless feature of the breed will 
be of added importance and a great influence in determining the 
kind of bulls to be selected, as it takes about 21 days at least for an 
animal to recover from the dehorning process. He further stated, 
that, in his opinion, the advertising of the breed reached only about 
3 per cent of the people engaged in the production of beef cattle,

for without their 
success there can be no permanent progress. Breed promotion work 
should be done with this in view; help the small breeder, the be- 
ginner and the average breeder to find a market for their stock and 
the established breeder will be able to take care of himself. This 
line of reasoning being true, the greatest field for advertising the 
breed lies outside the breed rather than among breeders themselves. 
It is the commercial beef producer whom we want to interest and 
this is where the range comes in for strong consideration. 

In order to strengthen my argument that the breed has a place 
on the range allow me to cite a few experiences of range producers. 
_ Frank Smithson of Ellensburg, Washington, whose ranges lie 
in the forest reserve of the Cascade Mountains of Central Washing- 
ton, and who has been using Aberdeen-Angus bulls for years, told 
me a few days ago that he is not selling any of his young stuff be- 
cause he expects the commercial live stock market to improve with- 
in a very short time and that he has just recently added to his 
breeding herd of around 1,000 head, a shipment of 200 head which 
he secured in Oregon. His faith in the Aberdeen-Angus as a range 
breed was recently reaffirmed by a test on one of his ranges. 
equal number of both high grade Shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus 
steers were put out on a certain range.

and follow it along 
to the bottom. Such 
men as Bill Pew are hard to find, for the reason that he gave each 
exhibitor what was coming to him and nothing more, and when he 
got through I know that every Aberdeen-Angus Breeder had the 
utmost confidence in his judgment. 

Those are the kind of men that should be selected to pass judg- 
ment at every State Fair, because the student, our boys and girls 
are there to glean what they can from what they see, and to study 
the animal that is placed first in each class, so that when the time 
comes for them to begin breeding operations they will be in a posi- 
tion to make their se'ections of the kind of animals that will prove 
most profitable for them. 

On the other hand it is ;ather disappointing to see a judge se- 
lect cattle that are brought out by some of his near friends, that 
has to seek favors or has some debt to pay back, rather than con- 
sider the other fellow’s cattle. This in my opinion has done more 
damage to various breeds than any other thing because I have yet 
to meet the man who expects something for nothing, and if he is 
favored, he generally looks upon the man who gave him that favor 
with suspicion, and not so much is gained by it after all. Besides 
it puts a dash of cold water in the eyes of those who came there to 
learn something. 

_ The Woodcote herd has traveled some three thousand miles 
since September 1st, beginning their show season at the Michigan 
State Fair, where we had the strongest State Fair of the season, 
outnumbering any other breed, which goes to show that Michigan 
is doing her bit to foster the breed. Herds coming from Iowa, IIli- 
nois and five Michigan breeders were out in force, with a number 
of outstanding animals. New York State Fair was not quite up to 
the usual number of exhibitors as some of the Michigan entries

outlet in Canada, as there are tremendous areas of waste land that 
could be well adapted to cattle production. The Aberdeen-Angus 
altho coming slow in Canada, I can see a big improvement in the 
past few years. They had a wonderful show of Aberdeen-Angus at 
the Royal Winter Fair held just recently, with six herds out, and I 
understand they had a greater show at the Exposition in September 
—they surely have a wonderful show. In northwestern Canada 
they have a number of good herds, as Mr. McGregor has supplied 
a great number of Aberdeen-Angus to the farmers in his section, 
but thev do not seem to come so far south in numbers to satisfy the 
average Canadian farmer, and although the average farmer is in- 
clined to lean towards the Shorthorns, (being mostly of Scotch de- 
cent, they follow along in their forefathers footsteps), neverthe- 
less there are openings where Aberdeen-Angus cattle would be used 
to good advantage, and a deep interest was shown at the recent 
Winter Fair. 

‘The Woodcote herd is now entering on its twenty-sixth year. 
Beginning in a moderate way the first few years, now grown to 
over the one hundred mark. There have been cattle from this herd 
sent into every state in the Union and without boast, have sup- 
plied cattle that have made good wherever they. went. We have 
helped to build up some great herds. The good cow Blackbird of 
Woodcote, produced Ames Plantation Beau, sired by one of our herd 
bulls, Egerton W, and we have produced such cows as Erica 2d, Jr. 
Champion as a two-year-old at Chicago; Erica 12th, a great cow 
in her day alone with others that have made an enviable record.

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Place of Doddie in Western Canadian Agriculture

A few facts.which indicate that Western Canadian breeders 
are in an excellent position to place their breed in a dominating po- 
sition on a foundation which was largely built by the Glencarnock 
Herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The romantic history of live stock improvement and develop- 
ment has not recorded any more phenomenal achievement than the 
growth and distribution of the Aberdeen-Angus breed since the 
middle of the last century. Although one of the oldest of all pure 
breeds of cattle, indigenous to the North Eastern counties of Scot- 
land, it was the last to migrate from its native heath and ultimate- 
ly become scattered to all parts of the world. Within the brief 
space of fifty years we find that this breed has wandered so far 
afield that it has conquered many of the great estancias of the won- 
derful cattle countries of South America; it has subdued the veldts 
of South Africa and throughout the length and breadth of North 
America the breed is met with everywhere, while Australia, Japan 
and Honolulu know the Doddie well. The breed has not and will 
not displace other great breeds of cattle (the usefulness of which 
is acknowledged) but it may be said that its wide spread use and its 
increasing popularity had been brought about by certain character- 
istics of the breed which have commended it to the farmers and 
cattlemen in all the great agricultural areas of the world today. 
A brief examination of those characteristics reveals the basis of its 
popularity. 

The solid black color coupled with the hornless head gives a 
herd of the breed such a uniform appearance that its attractiveness 
is everywhere admitted, but the most outstanding characteristic of 
our breed is its quality of bone and flesh and the smoothness with 
which it lays on flesh, even when fitted to a high degree. It com-

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A Real Message to the Calf Club Members 


Were it not for the rising generation this 
article, perhaps, would be of no avail, but 
with about 30 to 35 per cent of new blood 
taking part in calf club work each year in 
Iowa, it might be well to tell an old story 
to our new members, and by so doing 1e- 
fresh the memories of our old standbys. 

The calf club field may be compared to a 
triangle which we all know is a three sided 
figure made up of a base and two sides. The 
BREEDING or ANCESTORS should be us- 
ed as the base

because according to one of the great laws 
of nature, “Like begets like.” This point 
has been overlooked by a great many club 
members in Iowa in the past and has been 
the cause of many bitter disappointments. 
This must be considered by the boys or girls 
who will be buying or breeding baby beeves 
in the future. When raising your own calf 
or buying from a breeder this point can be 
considered in most cases, and many times 
without additional expense. 

A calf which is sired by a low-set, deep 
bodied, compact, thickly covered, symetrical 
bull and out of a cow of the same type, will 
be a much better bet than a calf from par- 
ents that are longlegged, upstanding, sha!- 
lowed bodied, and lacking thickness of cov- 
ering and beefiness, no matter if the two 
calves look practically the same the day of 
purchase. 

Upstandingness, shallcwness, and the lack 
of ability to put on flesh in the regions of 
the high priced cuts do not show up nearly 
so plain in a calf as in a steer, even to the 
eye of the trained cattlemen. Calves of the 
proper type will make more economical gain, 
develop more interest and pride in the own- 
er, sell for a higher price and come nearer 
winning the blue with the same care. To 
secure a calf of the proper form and type 
and from ancestors of the same type is the 
greatest problem facing the baby beef club 
members of Iowa today. : 

This brings us up to one of the sides of 
the triangle which is INDIVIDUALITY. 


BREEDING 


The first requirement of a good individual 
is to be low set, deep bodied, compact and 
blocky. The head should be short and wide, 
a large open nostril which indicates feeding 
capacity and constitution, coupled with a 
strong jaw. While the head is not import- 
ant from the consumer’s standpoint, it is an 
important point for the club members to 
study, because the head is a good indicator 
of the animal conformation, the neck should 
be short, blending into a pair of smooth 
shoulders. The calf should have a good 
constitution which is shown by the depth 
through the heart, width between the front 
legs and the spring of fore rib. The back 
and loin should be broad and uniformly

covered with flesh, the hook bones should 
be smooth, the rump level, and a smooth 
tail-head free from patchiness. The hind 
quarters should be deep, wide and broad, 
also proportional to the fore quarters; the 
top line and under line straight and parellel. 
The calf should show good quality indicated 
by thinness of hide, and refinement of bone, 
and should stand squarely on all four legs. 
This will give us an individual which will 
resemble a rectangle in body and bring us 
up to the other side of the triangle—FEED 
and MANAGEMENT. 


BREEDING 


There are two factors which will largely 
gover your success in the show-ring and 
daily gains—they are what you feed and 
how you feed it. Feeding should develop 
and increase the size and weight of the calf, 
growth alone is not enough. You must in- 
crease the weight of your animal by condi- 
tion. The milk fat should never be lost, in 
other words—do not try to grow your calf 
and then fatten it, but feed a ration that will 
keep the calf growing, and also gaining in 
his condition. 

Feeds may be divided into two general 
classes—concentrates and roughages. The 
concentrates include the grains and such 
commercial feeds as linseed oil meal, cotton 
seed meal, bran, etc. Roughages include 
the coarser and more bulky feeds, such as 
hay, corn stover, ensilage, straw and grasses. 
Successful calf feeding depends to a great 
extent upon the proper combination and 
use of these two kinds of feed. Concen- 
trates must be used in order to produce 
muscle, bone, increase the conditions, and 
furnish heat for the body—while roughage 
does the same things to a lesser degree and 
in addition they furnish bulk and insure 
regularity of the digestive functions. Cat- 
tle are better able to make use of roughage 
than any other class of live stock and while 
roughage must be used from the standpoint 
of the calf’s digestive system and to pro- 
duce economical gain it must be remember- 
ed that a calf’s stomach is small and if fill- 
ed with hay and silage can hold but little 
grain. Since the concentrates produce most 
of the gain, especially the gain due to im- 
proved condition, it is very important that 
the calf eat enough grain, especially toward 
the end of the feeding period. Therefore, 
it is generally advisable to limit the amount 
of roughage the last few months in order 
to make the calf eat more grain and to pro- 
duce a neater middle, a point which the 
buyers pay a great deal of attention to at 
the time of purchase, also the judges at the 
time of judging. 

A good grade of legume hay is the most 
successful roughage that can be fed to club 
calves and perhaps the most preferable one 


of these is alfalfa. Hay such 

clover has several advantages ores ne 
roughages, because they are high in af 
tein and mineral matter, palatable and 
slightly laxative. Any one of these feat, 

ures is strong enough to recommend a feed 
highly and when they are combined all j 

one it undoubtedly makes a valuable roy, h. 
age. However, there are a few calves that 
have a tendency to bloat or scour when fed 
legume hay. This trouble can be corrected 
by substituting such roughage as timoth 

hay or oat straw for part of the hay ration 
Silage can be used fairly satisfactorily in 
the beginning of the feeding period, 

Pastures in spring and summer have pro- 
duced a lot of trouble to the calf club busi- 
ness, while grass is nature’s feed and one 
of the best feeds both from the standpoint 
of keeping the digestive system in good or- 
der and being economical, however, in spite 
of these the calf club member must be ad- 
vised against turning his calf on pasture 
because it will make the calf’s teeth sore, 
take away his appetite for grain, and when 
a calf loses his appetite for grain the feed- 
er loses interest and begins to neglect his 
charge. Furthermore, the calf is exposed 
to the flies—and grass will not produce the 
conditions which are necessary to carry the 
calf near the top of his class when it comes 
to the final showdown regardless of how 
good an individual he was to begin with. 

The concentrated part of the ration should 
be made up as nearly as possible from home- 
grown feed, however, such feed as linseed 
oil meal or cotton seed meal must be bought, 
perhaps oil meal is the most satisfactory one 
of these two—pea size is the most preferred. 
Oil meal is very important in calf feeding 
because it is high in protein making it a 
good supplement for corn. It is also laxa- 
tive and palatable, furthermore, it produces 
bloom and finish which are necessary for a 
show animal. Bran is another boughten 
feed which can be used to an advantage, it 
produces bulk, is laxative and palatable, and 
will give variety which is essential. 

The home-grown grains which can be used 
to the best advantage are corn, oats and 
barley. Corn must form the base of the 
concentrated part of the ration. It is high 
in carbohydrates and fat and will produce 
heat and has no equal when it comes to put- 
ting the steer in high condition. However, 
it is a very rich feed and has a tendency 
when not fed in connection with other feeds 
to make a calf lose his appetite, which cat- 
tlemen would term “burnt out.” It will also 
produce rough, ununiform coverning when 
fed in too heavy quantities. It may be fed 
shelled or cracked, preferably cracked, but 
it should be ground not too finely. It is al- 
so advisable to grind small amounts at a 
time because when a large quantity of 
ground corn is placed in a bin it will become 
rancid and the calf will refuse to eat it or 
if he does, it will have a tendency to produce 
scours. 

Barley is the best substitute for corn, hav- 
ing practically the same feeding value, and 
when barley can be secured at the same 
price per pound it is advisable toward the 
end of the feeding period that it should be 
substituted partly and in some cases entire- 
ly for corn because it is not so heating am 
has a tendency to put the flesh on more 
smoothly. Barley when fed should be rolled, 
ground or cooked, but never whole. 

Oats are unusually good feed for young 
growing stock, they are bulky, very palat-

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What Ten Years Have Accomplished

ing in the Ames-Kansas Aggie foot- 
RP sen by radio and eating Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner between halves with the score 
7 to 0 in favor af Ames is fine. Then the 
Aggies make 6 more points in the third 
quarter and still things are 0. k. But about 
the time that Ames blocks a kick in the last 
few minutes of the play only to have the 
Aggies recover and score another touch- 
down, winning the game, then it is that I 
decide to forget football with all its dis- 
sapointments and wander out to the fields 
where roam our little herd of black pets. 

As I looked at them picking at the fodder 
or nibbling at the sweet frosted pumpkins 
which lay scattered about the stalk field 
and noted their well filled plump forms, 
their sleek glossy hides and their clean, 
smooth heads, it certainly seems unneces- 
sary to eulogize Aberdeen-Angus cattle or 
their merits—they speak for themselves. 

In writing. a short sketch of my exper- 
iences in the breeding of cattle, I will go 
back about twenty-five years to the time 
when my father secured his first Aberdeen- 
Angus bull to be crossed on a high grade 
herd of Shorthorn cows. Father’s idea in 
using a bull of this breed was primarily to 
produce cattle without horns. However, we 
were soon to learn that the calves from this 
cross when grown out and ready for market 
possessed many other qualifications nec- 
essary to the cheap production of beef 
which we had not formerly been acquainted 
with in other breeds. 

Their uniformity, the ease with which 
they were kept in good stocker condition 
and the rich quality of the finished beef, 
were all brought to our attention by the 
eagerness of buyers to procure them wheth- 
er offered for sale at home or at the termin- 
al markets. 

Suffice to say that from that day to this 
there has not been anything but pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls used on the place 
now named “Homeland”. and operated at 
present by Meier Brothers. 

Having been moderately successful in the 
raising of good grade cattle we decided to 
buy a few pure breds, and in the spring of 
1916 purchased three cows at auction sales. 
In the next few years we added four more 
cows including Blackcap Heiress 4th and 
the calf which Matt Baker named Blackcap 
Meier. 

Then came the boom times and like every- 
one else I thought I had some money to 
spend and sure wanted to spend it. I would 
go to sales intending to buy a cow or two 
only to find I did not have the price of 
even acalf. All I could do was take a high 
seat at the sale ring and let my tongue 
hang out in wonderment and come home 
feeling a little richer for owning just a few 
— which were slowly increasing in num 

er. 

All this time I was wondering when I 
would get enough cash in hand or else when 
would prices come down to a place where I 
could transact and exchange cattle for cash. 

What happened is not yet ancient history. 
But after it happened I still believed ir. the 
Aberdeen-Angus cow and found that now I 
could buy and pay for a few of very select 
Breeding. Since then we have added eight 
more females including two Miss Burgess 
and three Elbas. These with the original 
seven together with five bulls used consti- 
tutes our entire foundation. 

_ Today, after less than ten years from the 
time of our initial purchase, we have on 


hand a herd of about fifteen males and 
fifty females, including calves, all of good 
individuality and select breeding. In this 
time the proceeds of bulls and steers sold 
have more than balanced the cost of all fe- 
males and bulls bought and the herd we 
have left can all be placed on the credit side 
of the ledger. 

While I feel some personal pride in the 
things accomplished, yet I know that there 
has been nothing in the upbuilding of our 
herd that the average good stockman could 
not duplicate or even improve upon. 

To me there is no more fascinating 


branch of agriculture than the study and 
improvement of live stock. To this end I 
have been keenly interested in the boys and 
girls feeding contests, selling a good many 
calves each year from our herd for that 
purpose. 

I feel that through the channels of edu- 
cation will come an ever increasing demand 
for the Aberdeen-Angus doddie above other 
beef breeds. Just as sure as the Texas long 
horn is almost extinct—save in the movies 
—and has been replaced on the range by 
cattle of higher breeding which are now 
quite generally dehorned before going to 
market; just that sure am I that the stock 
raisers of the years to come, with their 
higher education and greater thinking ca- 
pacity, will come to realize more and more 
the ultra superiority of the hornless Aber- 
deen-Angus. 


The Future Depends 


on Use of Good Bulls

While going through the carlot entries at 
the American Royal Show I was impressed 
with the uniformity of the Herefords. While 
there were few Aberdeen-Angus on exhibi- 
tion as compared to the other breeds, those 
shown did not show so much uniformity, 
especially the stockers. 

This is more noticeable in breeding herds 
at their home than in the shows. This 
should not be. Aberdeen-Angus should show 
more uniformity than any other breed. 
There may be different reasons ,but in my 
judgment, the one big cause is the “family 
name” fad. As we know, Herefords take 
their name from the sire. If a Hereford 
breeder uses an Anxiety bull or bulls, he 
breeds up an Anxiety herd. No matter how 
many “strains” of cows he may have, he 
need use but one bull to get the calves he 
wishes. The Aberdeen-Angus of course are 
named from the dam. We Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders think we must be in style and ad- 
vertise Ericas, Blackcaps, Barbaras, Queen 
Mothers, ete. Then, of course, we think we 
must have as many bulls as we have “fami- 
lies”. Some breeders may have three or 
four bulls where they could easily get along 
with one, but do not wish to breed a Black- 
bird cow to an Erica bull. The outcome is 
a bunch of uneven calves. 

It is fresh in my mind when the late A. 
D. Wilcox, in founding that great herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus, headed it with two bulls, 
one the record priced Blackcap Poe, a great 
big lazy bull with good head,straight long 
back,straight at the tail head, heavy hind 
quarters and heavy boned, while Brookside 
Elfin was high headed, firey disposition, 
short coupled and lighter in ham and bone. 
I also have in mind a large herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus—as good a lot of cows as one 
would care to look at. Every fall they 
“take off” a lot of good calves, but while 
I say they are god, I can not say they are 
uniform, the owner being a family crank 
and using different bulls. Now I am think- 
ing of another breeder, now deceased. This 
man once asked me to buy for him a Black- 
bird bull. He told me that he had used 
Blackbird bulls exclusively since starting 
his herd, thinking of course, that he had a 
whole herd of Blackbirds. He was greatly 
disappointed when I told him that he could 
use Blackbird bulls and nothing else till 
“doomsday” and still not have Blackbird 
cattle. I must say, though, that this man’s 


cattle were uniform, as he used but one bull 
and er thought of one family, where is 
he had be 


en trying to pull the “big stuff” 


with all of the leading “families” and used 
several bulls, he would have been apt to 
have had an uneven lot. 

I remember of attending the old American 
Royal show several years ago when a friend 
of mine topped forty Hereford calves out of 
one hundred. He then got expert judges to 
help pick twenty out of the forty with which 
he hoped to win the carlot Grand Cham- 
pionship. These men picked the calves one 
at a time till they had picked what they 
considered the twenty best. Now I know 
that I am not a judge of cattle, but I could 
see that the twenty culls were more uniform 
than the twenty tops and that there was 
but little difference in the quality. I told 
my friend that I’d put the championship on 
the culls. Sure enough, when I came back 
I saw that I had guessed right, second place 
going to a Texas lot and the picked load 
going further down the line. Nothing in 
the world but uniformity had done it. 

I am now using Blackcap Poe bulls almost 
exclusively. These calves all have two good 
ends and a perfectly straight top line, giv- 
ing the uniformity that sells them. I raised 
one hundred pure bred heifer calves this 
year. They were topped twice. I reserved 
a bunch, then sold the largest to a shipper, 
then took the forty head which were left 
(positively not one cull had been thrown out) 
to the American Royal carlot show. If I 
had raised any bad ones they were surely 
among these forty head. These calves at- 
tracted a lot of attention and I heard many 
compliments on their uniformity. They sold 
at $10.75 per hundred to a man who did not 
care for the papers. I was asked at least 
a dozen times what family these calves 
belonged to. Well, to be honest just this 
moment, I guess I gave as many answers as 
I was asked times, but I tried to make it 
plain to inquirers that they were “Blackcap 
Poes” as they were all grand-daughters of 
this great bull, but if I had checked up on 
the names of their grandmothers seven gen- 
erations back, I might have found twenty 
different families represented while not a 
heifer in the whole forty head would be 
carrying one per cent of the original blod. 

Did you ever stop to think that it takes 
but seven generations to breed out 99 per 
cent of the original blood? Just count it on 


your fingers and see: one-half; one-quarter; 
one-eighth; one-sixteenth; one-thirty-second 
one-sixty-fourth; one one-hundred-twenty- 
eighth. The female offspring from a Black- 
bird cow may be bred to Erica bulls for 
seven generations, making the calf more 
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than 99 per cent Erica—still we must call 
that calf a Blackbird. Is there any sense 
or reasoning in this family stuff? Emphat- 
ically No! This is without question the 
worst enemy the Aberdeen-Angus breed has 
ever had. It keeps beginners in the dark; 
it drives new prospects to other breeds; it 
causes unevenness in our herds. Many 
times I have had owners of red cows insist 
on Blackbird bulls, saying they thought they 
were the short legged type, and if they 
could not get this type, they would rather 
have a Shorthorn or a Hereford. It is sur- 
prising to know how many men think there 
are many different “strains” of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. One man remarked that he 
had seen black cattle that he liked better 
than any other breed, but between the Gal- 
loway, Aberdeen-Angus, Blackbird and oth- 
er strains, he thought he would take Short- 
horns and then he would know what he had. 

Suppose you have forty cows and one 
good bull. The bull is half the herd; fol- 
lowed by another good bull is three-fourths 
the herd; followed by the third good bull is 
seven-eighths the herd. See how easy? 
Let’s forget this rot. Do not buy anything 
but the best of bulls and make our cattle 
uniform. 

I just happen to think that my Poe bulls 


are all of different families. I have “thunk 
again”. The great Earl Marshall and his 
four International Grand Champion sons 
represent several different families. It 
means something to say “I have an Earl 
Marshall bull”, but what does it mean to 
say “I have a Blackbird bull”? It either 
means that you don’t know better or that 
you think the other fellow doesn’t. 

This is my sixteenth year in the Aber 
deen-Angus game. My first herd bull was 
a son of Burmeister; then a son of Louis 
of Meadowbrook; then a son of Oakville 
Quiet Lad. Lately I have bought six sons 
of Blackcap Poe; then Plowman. Now I am 
only mentioning these bulls to emphasize 
the fact that I am sincere—that I practice 
what I preach. That we must build from 
good sires, no matter whether we breed 
Aberdeen-Angus, Herefords or Shorthorns. 
I am an Aberdeen-Angus enthusiast but I 
happen to know that the Shorthorn people 
cater also to the family fads, naming from 
the dam side. I am taking my hat off to 
the Hereford people for looking to the bull. 
May breeders of all beef cattle buy good 
bulls, use good bulls, sell good bulls, making 
all cattle better and with more uniformity. 

If the shoe fits—A Merry Christmas. If 
not just turn over and go to sleep again 
and let the other fellow win.

Why I Became an Aberdeen-Angus Breeder | 


A few years ago I was feeding fifty head 
of common little steers, reds, roans, and 
now and then a black one that I had picked 
up around home. Some had been bought 
on the Chicago market. They were of fair 
quality. I fed them through the winter 
‘months on silage, ground corn, oats, and 
cottonseed meal. I shipped them in the 
spring, and the were about two-thirds fat 
cattle. I accompanied the cattle to Chicago. 
I met a man on the train by the name of 
Best who had a load of Aberdeen-Angus 
calves of his own raising. On our way to 
Chicago I received his past history and me- 
thod of raising and feeding cattle and judg- 
ed from the length of time he told me he 
fed his cattle that they would not be so 
fleshy as mine were. But when they were 
run out of the cars, they were in pens side 
by side, so we sat on the fence and talked. 
I was very much impressed with the Aber- 
deen-Angus. They were smooth, sleek and 
were of very good quality. We both agreed 
they were not as fat as mine, but I believe 
today that they were of better meat and 
they did dress out better for the fat on an 
Aberdeen-Angus is distributed over his 
whole body and is not in lumps and gobs, 
as in some other breeds and crosses. 

Well, he and his cattle went their way, 
and I went mine. At noon my cattle were 
not sold. The market was draggy and slow. 
I started to dinner and ran onto my friend 
with the Aberdeen-Angus. He was sold out 
had his bill, and on his road down town. He 
showed me what his cattle sold for, and I 


enjoyed my dinner very much, with the 
hopes that my cattle would sell for as much 
as his did. But when I came into the office 
from dinner I was told that my cattle were 
sold, and for a dollar and a few cents less 
than what the Aberdeen-Angus brought. 
I want to say to ‘you right there I became 
an Aberdeen-Angus fan. 

As I went down town on the street car 
with a good many less dollars than I had 
expected, I wondered how many more bush- 
els of corn and oats my friend had at home 
in the crib than I, for the same feeding 
period. To console myself I was looking 
over the Drovers’ Journal and noticed an 
adv. of a sale of Aberdeen-Angus cows in 
Iowa. The result was, I went to Iowa and 
brought home two loads of good pure bred 
breeding cows and had Ed. Davis ship me 
another load later on. And if you come to 
Randall Farms today you will find 100 head 
of good Aberdeen-Angus cattle. We have 
60 head of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
steers and heifers in the feed lots, 30 head 
are real good ones, and the others are not 
quite so good. The reason is, the bull, and 
I know that the best is none too good. My 
business is making beef and not breeding 
bulls, but now and then I am tempted by 
an extra fine individual, and do not have 
much trouble in selling him for a bull. 

Queenmere 19th heads our herd of cows, a 
bull I bought in Congdon & Battles sale in 
Chicago. 

I showed this bull and a few others at 
the County fair and tried to interest others 
in better beef and better cattle. 


How I Came to be an Aberdeen-Angus Breeder

In reply to your letter asking me to write 
about my herd and how I came to be an 
Aberdeen-Angus breeder I will say that 
about fifteen years ago we bought our first 
cattle of Mr. L. W. Nudeck, of Fort Dodge, 


Iowa. It was shortly after the death of 
Mr. Nudeck that the estate had an adver- 
tisement in the newspaper. Well, I had not 
been married very long then and Mr. Lum- 
aue, my father-in-law, wanted to give us a 
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good start in life so we went 

and bought these cattle. There Dodge 
cows and 16 calves. My wife and I by = 
half interest and Mr. Lumadue takin: ne 
other half interest, so’ the firm le 
Legeniee & Williams. . 

ere were some very fine in thi 
herd but we knew natin pony, lems 4 
then, and as luck would have it these catte 
were all of the plainer families. So we be- 
gan saving bulls and selling them in the 
Omaha sales and in a few years | began to 
know more about the breeding and began to 
trade some of the so called plain bred ones 
for Erica heifers. My first Erica cow cost 
me $250.00. I thought that a lot of mone 
then, but she was a good one—Erica Elle, 
20th 186580, a granddaughter of Earl Eric 
of Ballindalloch. Then I bought a d- 
daughter of Eston of Eshott of Escher & 
Ryan; then I purchased an Erica bull of 
Escher & Dalgety, a son of Erston on the 
sire’s side and a son of Elmer Lad on the 
dam’s side. He was a real good bull and 
I purchased several Erica cows and heifers 
of Messrs. Harrison & Harrison of Indian- 
ola, Nebraska. I might say here that Mr. 
Harrison, or “Uncle Joe” as we all know 
him, has had much to do with the success 
of my herd. I have bought from and sold 
to him a good many cattle and always found 
him straight in all of his dealings, always 
backing up what he says and never saying 
anything about the cattle just to get to 
sell them. Through him I have learned a 
wee deal about the breeding of Aberdeen- 
ngus cattle. 

My next herd bull was Erin Lad W. 2d 
181617, a grandson of Black Woodlawn on 
the sire’s side and a grandsdn of Earl Eric 
of Ballindalloch on the dam’s side. I used 
this bull several years and I surely got 
some good calves from him. 

I have had ups and downs as well as the 
rest of the breeders but have never felt as 
though I wanted to quit. I shipped a car- 
load of cows to Canada one ‘year and an- 
other carload to South Dakota and have sold 
bulls in a good many different states. My 
cattle have topped every sale that I have 
been in, with the exception of one. But I 
guess I had better not write any more of 
this as you might think I am boasting and 
I do not want to do that. I suppose you 
wonder why I have not been doing any 
showing. Well, I have a large farm to 
handle here and have been farming rather 
heavily—raising all of my corn and feed 
and did not feel as though I could spare 
the time to show. 

We have 250 acres of as nice blue grass 
pasture as one ever saw, just as level as 
can be. We have 600 acres in all. We 
now have 160 head of cattle, 50 head of 
Erica cows and heifers and a good many 
Blackbirds and K. Prides. I am using two 
herd bulls now; one a son of Earl Marshall 
and the other a son of Eston of Denison. 
I have 50 Earl Marshall calves now—20 
bulls and 30 heifers. , 

Some day I am going to get the Senior 
member of the firm to write you a letter, 
as she came here in 1871 when there was 
neither cattle nor anything else. She can 
tell you hard luck stories, Indian stories, 
about the grass hoppers and in fact almost 
any kind of a story you want about the 
early pioneer days. ; 

I hope that I have not written too much 
or taken up too much space in your paper 
as I think it is the best breed paper I have 
ever seen, and full of facts and truth. 

[Note:—Mr. Williams writes just as the 
Journal goes to press advising that the Lum- 
adue & Williams herd consisting of 157 head 
has just passed another clean T. B. test.

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“JUST HOW IT HAPPENED”

‘ery great courtesy has been extended 
ayy opportunity to meet the readers 
of the “Journal” with a short story of why 
we are trying to raise Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle has been given me. I wish some good 
fairy would lend me the talent to pleasingly 
tell you why I am convinced that Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are second to none. But as I 
look questioningly at the light beside which 
I write I am convinced before I try that no 
amount of rubbing that I could administer 
will bring forth the genii capable of ac- 
complishing the impossible. And so I must 
proceed at the expense of your patience and 

rbearance. 

“— is a cold March day in the year 1894. 
The place of which I write is a small farm 
some nine miles south of Manhattan, Kan- 
sas. In a rather open shed my father and I 
are discussing pro and con as to the merits 
of a certain black calf (part Aberdeen-An- 
gus) which a good red cow has just be- 
queathed to a cold and somewhat unappre- 
ciative world. 

“Tis a heifer calf and black, and as such, 
its a short path to the butcher’s for her,” 
remarked my father. It was a poor time for 
the advent of a black calf. At that time, 
and for a considerable period of years fol- 
lowing, there existed, or was exerted a most 
depressing influence against black cattle. 
Hence his comment. But to me, then but a 
lad, the little cuddling bunch of a calf seem- 
ed to appeal most strangely. “Father, won’t 
you please give me that calf to keep”? I 
pleaded. And generously, he gave it to me. 

Far better than I realized had I chosen. 
The calf matured into a very good cow, and 
although the descendants were sired by 
Hereford bulls a valuable group of grade 
cows came from this good black cow. 

Today I cannot measure how much I owe 
her. She paid my way in college; she, 
through her offspring is responsible for the 
herd of registered Aberdeen-Angus which 
now graze the same hills as did my first 
Bonnie Black. Was it not logical then, that 
owing what I did to Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
when I had the opportunity that I should 
look up their record while at K. S. A. C.? 
I found that the showyard record of the 
breed was almost unbelievable. Their cham- 
pionships were not only sweeping in this 


country but equally complete in the land of 
their nativity, in fact even over the entire 
British Isles and extending to conquest on 
the continent when shown at the exposition 
there. Unpardonable would have been my 
indifference had I not felt a glow of en- 
thusiasm over such a breed of cattle. And 
gradually as the years passed and I saw the 
real types of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in our 
college herd and later at the fairs, I saw the 
contrast between them and my ideal of boy- 
hood days. 

A shifting of the scenes: 

It was but natural then, that in June 1907 
you find us buying our first registered Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bull and cow. The returns 
from our grade and cross breds convinced 
us that we had chosen wisely. Due to a mis- 
fortune our registered cow had to be mark- 
eted. But in 1912 we again began to build 
up a registered herd and in 1914 we disposed 
of all grades to make room for the growing 
herd of pure breds. 

Since then we have, through successful 
years as well as those of adversity, pinned 
our hopes on the faithful Aberdeen-Angus 
cows. Through a small herd of registered 
cattle, carefully selected, we have found 
what we consider the most satisfactory 
method of marketing the grass from our 
“Flint Hill” pastures as well as the finish- 
ing ration of corn and alfalfa. They re- 
ward us by bringing the top of the market 
price paid for beef of their finish. 

The stock that has been sold for breeding 
stock has won us many friends because they 
go forth and breed on. The truth of their 
worth is becoming known and the demand 
for good Aberdeen-Angus steers as calves 
particularly is far greater than the supply. 
The future must hold much in store for the 
— who breeds good Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. 

Today the second generation at Crestview 
is receiving an education from the income 
provided from the cattle whose antecedents 
came from Aberdeenshire; an education at 
once for broader and laden with greater 
possibilities than existed in the early days 
of the business. 

And so were the question to come to us 
“Why Aberdeen-Angus Cattle?” As one 
the reply would be: “We Love Them.” 


“My Experience with Aberdeen-Angus’”’ 


By EARL O. KESSLER, Creston, Iowa 


The Editor asked me for my experience 

in handling Aberdeen-Angus cattle. It has 
been a pleasant experience in spite of the 
several backsets I have received and these 
were partly my own fault. I have learned 
a good many things and realize that I have 
plenty more to learn. 
_ My first pure bred heifer was purchased 
in 1917. She was a good heifer, but I soon 
learned that she was what is termed “plain 
bred.” That heifer, however, paved the way 
for animals which had better pedigrees and 
were better individuals. 

Many men say that Aberdeen-Angus cows 
are wild, but if they are handled like cattle 
should be, that theory explodes itself. I 
know from different herds in our own neigh- 
borhood that Herefords and Shorthorns are 
as wild as Aberdeen-Angus. That they are 


- 


hornless is another reason for breeding Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, as they are not always 
goring one another. They can also be 
crowded more in shedding. All big fat stock 
shows prove them to be the best feeders. 
As to their milking qualities I am going to 
ask one question: “Did you ever see an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cow nursing a thin calf?” I 
have seen any number of the cows with 
spoiled bags. 

Feeders will pay 50 cents per hundred 
more for the calves from Aberdeen-Angus 
cows. Only last week my father sold his 
calves to a feeder and received 50 cents 
more than the neighbors did for the other 
breeds and the same man bought all the 
calves. 

An Aberdeen-Angus bull will cross better 
on dairy cows than a bull of any of the oth- 


er breeds. The bunch of calves my father 
sold last week contained one that carried 25 
per cent Jersey blood and he brought the 
same price as the rest. In this time of high 
priced land only the best will pay the rent. 
I believe I know for I am renting, but the 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus in a combination 
with good hogs are helping. 

Henry Ford predicts that milk will soon 
be produced in the labratory, but he doesn’t 
say anything about good beef. Should beef 
be produced in the labratories and it be of 
the same quality as the “canner” beef pro- 
duced by butcher shops of the past few 
years, I don’t believe the Aberdeen-Angus 
cow need worry about the future. 

From now on we must produce more 
pounds of better quality meats from a less 
number of cows than in the past, and there 
is one sure way to do this—use a pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus bull and plenty of feed.

I might mention that the Breed seems to 
be becoming very popular in this country as 
is evidenced by the prices paid and the num- 
ber of breeders who are buying, both for 
crossing and stud purposes. There have 
been four sales of Stud stock in this dis- 
trict during the last six weeks and the aver- 
age prices paid were very satisfactory. One 
breeder sold the whole of his herd, he hav- 
ing sold his farm, there were something like 
400 in number and the price realized was 
over £10000. (An average of approximately 
$125 each). Quite a number of breeders 
purchased the foundations of a herd so that 
in the near future this dispersal sale should 
be of great benefit to the Aberdeen-Angus.

$10,825.21 in eight months on hogs and cattle and who believes the 
farmer of this state is the prince of his own domains. 

Mr. Schloeman lives eight miles from the city on the road to- 
ward Judscon and his farms, his thrift, his prosperity and his suc- 
cess are fair examples of what the southern Minnesota farmer may 
do in the present “golden age for farmers.” 

“Horse sense and a lot of hard work,” are Mr. Schloeman’s

grain prices which show a goodly advance over last year whil 7 
similar investigation along the retail prices of standard cummed 
ties show that the present prices have not advanced over last ea ; 
In only one phase did the investigation conducted by the Free Se 
yesterday show that prices had advanced for the farmer and that 
in foodstuffs. Butter, potatoes, and lard have advanced in prices 
however, much of this does not affect the farmer as he raises much 
on his own farm. He pays a higher price for coffee than he did 
last year. On the whole it was discovered that the market swa ed 
in favor of the farmer, and that his purchasing power was wate 
while the demands on his pocketbook were not more strenuous than 
one year ago when he was getting less for his produce. 

One year ago One Dark Northern brought the farmer $1.34 and 
today for the same he receives $1.49. So it is down the line on all 
the grains. No. 1 Red Spring selling for $1.26 last year brings 
$1.42 on the market now. No. 1 Hard wheat, last year, $1.22 this 
year $1.39. : Last year the farmer received eight and one half cents 
for cured hides No. 1, this year ten cents. No. 1 cured calf brought 
a little over thirteen cents on the market last year, this year, fifteen 
cents. Horsehides are worth a dollar more than last year. A dif- 
ference of one cent per pound is noticeable in most of the live poul- 


try. 

On the other hand the retail price of clothing has remained the 
same according to interviews with leading clothiers here. Today 
the farmer may walk in the store and pay thirty dollars for an ov- 
ercoat or a suit of clothes and get good material. There is no ad- 
vance in either of these articles. A work shirt may cost him seven- 
ty-five cents and a dress shirt, $2.00. Overalls cost $1.50 and a per- 
fectly good hat may be obtained for $3.50. 

Shoe merchants here say that while some merchants have cut 
down the grade of the shoe and profess to be selling the same shoe 
cheaper that such is not the case and that shoe prices have not 
changed in the past two years with the possible exception of chil- 
dren’s shoes which have advanced slightly. The average work shoe 
of good quality may be purchased for $3.50 or $4.00. Dress shoes 
range from five dollars up to thirteen dollars depending on the class 
of shoe the buyer wishes. A good dress shoe may be purchased for 
six dollars. 

No price advance within the year is noticeable for hardware 
goods according to local hardware merchants. Cream separators 
remain at $115.00 as does the average stove. Nails may be bought 
over the counter at six cents a pound and bolts for twenty cents. 
Rakes, hoes, spades, shovels and other garden and farm tools range 
from $1.00 to $1.75. 

However, in foodstuffs there has been an advance. Mankato

In the foreground is the 
magnificent lowa State College 1925 Inter- 
national Grand Champion bullock bearing 
the Oriental title Mah Jongg, although he 
was discovered on the Howard Nicholas

Reginning at the left the first gentleman 
is none other than the distinguished Dean 
Curtiss dean and director of the department 
of Agriculture for Iowa State College, Ames, 
Iowa, under whose leadership this institu- 
tion has prospered and forged ahead until 
it occupies first place in the ranks of insti- 
tutions of this kind. Next and in the back- 
ground is found Prof. R. S. Stephenson of 
the Animal Husbandry department, whose 
keen eye detected something out of the or- 
dinary when he visited the Nicholas herd in 
the spring of 1923 and

When asked to give some of the detailed 
history connected with this steer Professor 
Stephenson said: 

“In regard to feeding, just as soon as we 
got this calf home he was put on a nurse 
cow and in addition fed a ration of equal 
parts of ground corn, ground oats and bran 
by measure, plus a little oil meal. This 
grain ration was fed twice a day until along 
in February. Then, the feed was increased 
to three times a day until about the first of 
September when the steers were fed four 
times a day and boiled barley was substi- 
tuted for the corn during two of the feed- 
ings. This ration was continued until after 
the International when he went back on a 
ration of ground corn, oats, bran and a little 
oil meal three times a day which was con- 
tinued until the first of this September when 
he was fed four times a day and boiled bar- 
ley fed twice as a substitute for corn. The

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Breed Purity and Position of the Aberdeen-Anaus 


By A. D. B. Smith, Animal Breeding Research Dept., University of Edinburgh. 


What is the position of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus in its relation to other beef breeds? 
That’s an easy question to answer. Look up 
the census reports and you'll find it exactly. 
According to the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture there were in 1920 416,980 head of 
pedigree Shorthorn cattle, rather fewer 
Herefords, while Aberdeen-Angus numbered 
only about 100,000. That’s all very well, 
but statistics do not always represent the 
true function or worth of the things they 
indicate. The position of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus is of greater importance in its relation 
to the other beef breeds than these figures 
would seem to show. 

It is a great mistake for the average man 
in the field to imagine that the interests of 
the three beef breeds must necessarily clash. 
There is no reason why they should prove 
antagonistic for each breed holds a very im- 
portant niche in the production of beef and 
its influence cannot be exerted to the full 
without the help of the other 
breeds. 


kinds of colour factors, Black and Red. The 
cow would give only Red factors. As only 
two factors can be present in the offspring, 
and as one factor must come from each par- 
ent, then the chances are that half the off- 
spring would have a Black factor from their 
heterozygous sire, and the other half would 
have the Red factor. Where the Black fact- 
or comes from the sire and joins with a Red 
one from the dam, the result would be a 
black calf who carried hidden in his germ 
plasm a factor for Red. He would, like his 
sire, be heterozygous. But if a Red factor 
from his sire had gone into the germ plasm 
of the calf, then because a Red factor came 
also from the dam, the result would be a 
Red calf. And because both the colour fact- 
ors in this calf were the same, he would be 
said to be homozygous, for red coat colour. 
If this bull calf were inbred to its sister 
who was also red (and homozygous) then 
all the progeny would be red. If this prog- 


generation he will have a few re 
cropping up and probably many He ae 
pure homozygous and impure heterozygous 
ones being in about equal numbers. Again 
he discards the reds from his herd and mates 
up. Again a few reds appear, though fewer 
than before. But this time the homozygous 
blacks outnumber the heterozygous ones 
And so on, each generation will produce a 
fewer number of calves. Eventually their 
appearance will become a rarity. 

But supposing that at the beginning of 
these operations the breeder had set a close 
watch upon his bulls and had noticed that 
some of them gave only black calves, He 
would then have been safe to hazard the 
guess that such bulls carried no Red factors 
hidden in their germ plasm and that they 
were homozygous for black. If he were one 
of the early “improvers” he would have in- 
bred to these bulls and would thereby have 
obtained a pure homozygous black race far 

more quickly. There are in- 
numerable characters which 


Early agricultural authors 
rightly called the ancestors 
of our present pedigree cat- 
tle, “improved cattle”; Bake- 
well of Dishley and his suc- 
cessors were termed “improv- 
ers.” In their work these 
“improvers” did many things. 
They aimed at a_ standard 
type and uniformity. They 
kept their eye on the market 
and bred from a commercial 
point of view. They were 2. 
early advertisers of their 


wares and encouraged others 3. 
to follow their example. They 
followed the rule of mating 4. 


like with like in order to ob- 
tain their ideal. But the chief 
thing they did was to in- 
breed. Some, like Bakewell, 

inbred deliberately; others, 5. 
like Bates, were forced to do 
so for want of finding like 
animals anywhere else. Some 
inbred unconsciously, others 
by accident. But the fact re-

breed. Not only is the pres- 
ence or absence of these char- 
acters due to pairs of factors 
in the chromosomes, but char- 
acters can also be modified 
to a greater or lesser degree, 
by other pairs of factors. 
Thus the factors that have 
become homozygous in order 
that the race may breed pure 
for the characters they af- 
fect, number many thousands. 
The task of getting them all 
into a homozygous condition 
can only be accomplished by 
the mating of individuals 
which not only exhibit the de- 
sired characteristics and by 
the appearance of their prog- 
eny show themselves to be 
worthy breeding animals, but 
which are also closely related. 

Inbreeding is therefore es- 
sential in order to establish 
type. An inbred animal is 
far more prepotent for its 
various characteristics than a 
crossbred. 

In the establishment of the 


ed on inbreeding and it was 
by inbreeding that they at- 
tained the objects which they 
set before them. What does inbreeding do 
for a race? It makes it more homozygous. 
To understand the meaning of that word it 
must be explained that the factors which 
cause any heritable character are carried in 
the germ plasm of the individual, also that 
one factor for each character is received 
from each parent. Take the factor for Black 
in the Aberdeen-Angus. The opposite to it 
is “not black,” or, we might say, Red. Sup- 
pose an Aberdeen-Angus bull were mated to 
a red cow, then the bull would give to his 
offspring one factor for black. In the germ 
plasm of the calf of such a mating the oth- 
er factor in this colour pair would be red. 
The calf would be a black, because Black is 
dominant to Red, but nevertheless it would 
carry in its germ plasm a factor for Red. 
This calf would, therefore, be called heter- 
ozygous. If, when it grew up, this bull calf 


were mated for several seasons to a red cow 
and there were six calves produced, then the 
chances are that three of these calves would 
be red and three black. This heterozygous 
black bull that carried the factor for Red 
hidden in its germ plasm. would give to its 
offspring in equal numbers two different 


‘eny were again inbred amongst each other, 


all their calves would be red in colour, In- 
breeding has thus stabilized type. 

But supposing the matings were between 
two of these cross black animals (heterozyg- 
ous), and it was desired to obtain a black 
race, what would happen? Without going 
into details, it can be stated that, as a rule, 
out of every four calves one would be red 
and three black. Of these three black, two 
would carry hidden in their germ plasm the 
factor for Red. Such would be heterozygous. 
The third of these black ones would carry 
no Red factor. Both its colour factors would 
be black ones. The animal would be hom- 
ozygous. If by any chance he were mated 
to a heifer of a similar breeding constitu- 
tion all his progeny would be black. But 
unfortunately the breeder is not able to dis- 
criminate between these two kinds of black 
calves, those carrying hidden in their germ 
plasm the Red factor (heterozygous) and 
the pure homozygous ones. 

He discards the red calves from his breed- 
ing herd. He knows his black ones are in 
the proportion of one homozygous to two 
heterozygous. He mates up. In the next 


various breeds of beef cattle 
there have been periods of 
very close inbreeding and these are the per- 
iods that have set the type for the race. 
There is not space here to relate fully how 
this affected the Shorthorns and the Here- 
fords. The Shorthorns were about the first 
race of satisfactorily “improved” cattle, and 
their immediate use was to grade up scru 
cattle first in England, then Scotland, and 
then overseas. They were the first breed of 
beef cattie to attain any remarkable degree 
of homozygosity for the characters they 
bore. Having got a start of the other breeds 
in this matter, their purity for this special 
quality has been steadily increased. It thus, 
not without justice, became a common say- 
ing in the Argentine that one cross of Short- 
horn was worth three of Hereford and six 
of Aberdeen-Angus in the grading up of 
scrub cattle. 

While the Hereford was developed at much 
the same time as the Shorthorn it hardly 
got equal recognition. Its fame was more 
confined and, if anything, inbreeding was 
rather less intense than in the Shorthorn. 
Indeed, the type at present recognized by 
Americans cannot be said to have been fully 
developed till after it (Continued on page F

Breed Purity and Position of 
the Aberdeen-Angus 


(Continued from page B) 

had reached the United States. There the 
characters bred for were largely those which 
go to make it what it is now known as, the 
ideal range animal. Working on the excel- 
lent material supplied by the English breed- 
ers, Americans have created remarkably 
pure from a breeding point of view an ani- 
mal well suited to the methods of beef pro- 
duction in a young, virgin, and rapidly de- 
veloping country. 

And now for the Aberdeen-Angus. By 
the time that Hugh Watson got going in 
Forfarshire, the English Shorthorn had al- 
ready made a peaceful invasion of Scotland. 
But it was during the period following 1880, 
especially when that master-breeder, Wil- 
liam McCombie, came into action that in- 
tensive foundation breeding operations be- 
gan. At that time the Aberdeen cattle 
dealers were concerned with a type of beast 
that would be easily raised on farms whose 
conditions were somewhat harder than those 
to which the Shorthorn was accustomed. 
They had also to supply to English farmers, 
particularly those round London and the in- 
dustrial centres which were at that time 
springing up in the United Kingdom, anl- 
mals which, on better pastures, would fatten 
rapidly. With those objects in view, they 
inbred the Aberdeen-Angus, and founded the 
type we now know. The famous Paris Ex- 
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ons further accentuated the type and 
ave breeders an incentive to breed to it. 
That was the first time that the demand for 
“baby beef” became common and the breed- 
ers of the North East of Scotland strove to 
roduce an animal which, when killed, would 
Field a large percentage of meat. The Ab- 
erdeen-Angus had to cross well with the ex- 
isting “improved” cattle in order to put a 
final quality finish on to the article destined 
for the block. The breeders bred for this 
and by continuous work have made the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus more homozygous for the 
factors concerned in the production of these 
characters than any other beef bred. 

And so it comes about that each of the 
three great beef breeds have been evolved 
for specific purposes and have been render- 
ed more homozygous for their own purposes 
than any other breed. That is not to say 
that you will not be able to get some Short- 
horns or some Herefords as quick maturers 
as Aberdeen-Angus, or some Angus as good 
range cattle as Herefords. It is certain- 
ly possible so to select any of the existing 
breeds for characters possessed to a dis- 
tinctive degree by other breeds. An in- 
teresting illustration of how Shorthorn 
breeders in the States are aiming at earlier 
maturity has been recently shown by Pro- 
fessor Holbert of the Iowa State College 
who has drawn attention to the fact that the 
Shorthorn sires recently imported from 
Great Britain have chiefly made their mark 
by siring animals which matured quickly 
and as such carried all before them in the 
show-ring. 

But when one breed has been made hom- 
ozygous for a distinctively commercial char- 
acter, it is almost a waste of time to try to 
evolve another in that direction; for, to ren- 
der a breed homozygous for a particular 
character, must take many generations. 
Rather should the practical commercial 
breeder make use of another scientific fact 
which has also been established from a prac- 
tical point of view. It is known as “hybrid 
vigour.” It is a fact that if you mate animals 
of two distinct strains you frequently get 
the offspring possessing the majority of the 
best characters of both parents. The mat- 
ing of a Hereford by an Aberdeen-Angus 
will give good “rustlers” and also quick ma- 
turers, a type that it is economical to raise, 
and that, when sent to the cornbelt for a 
finish, mature almost as ranidly as the pure 
Aberdeen-Angus. In addition, these first 
cross-breds are usually a remarkably uni- 
form lot, a fact which weighs heavily with 
the packers. 

A word of warning, however, must be 
sounded concerning cross-breeding and that 
is that these cross-bred cattle should not 
themselves be bred from. Otherwise, there 
will appear an infinite variety of characters, 
uniformitv will be lost, and few of the off- 
spring will be the equal or better of their 
parents. All homozygosity has been broken 
down. And this word of warning is also a 
word of encouragement to pedigree breed- 
ers, for it emphasizes the fact that to pro- 
duce these virile cross-breds we must main- 
tain our pedigree breeds in as pure hom- 
ozygous condition as possible. 

There are many points in the foregoing 
to which the critical reader may take excep- 
tion. The writer holds no brief for any 
breed. He has attempted to show that each 
has very distinct useful economic qualities, 
that one breed need in no wav be antagon- 
istic to another, and that for the production 

of the perfect cross-bred animal the exist- 
ence of the established breeds must be main- 
tained on as pure a basis as possible. If the 
writer has inadvertently trodden on the toes 
of any particular breed enthusiast. he asks 
foregiveness and wishes to state that it is 
a somewhat difficult task to convey ade- 


positi 


quately and in simple language scientific 
reasons which every breeder should possess. 

With the ever growing demand for Baby 
Beef the Aberdeen-Angus link in the chain 
of meat production becomes increasingly im- 
portant. If one word of criticism of Aber- 
deen-Angus type in America might be of- 
fered, it is that there are in many pedigree 
A. A. breeds too many animals of other beef 
types. These should be ruthlessly discarded 
and the breeder should keep before him the 
peculiar characters of the breed which have 
raised it to the secure position it now occu- 
pies in the realms of meat production.

discovered. Few people can stand such 
losses long, and the inevitable result is bank- 
ruptcy. Dozens who have tried to make the 
riffle during the past few years have had 
to give up the financial ghost and have gone 
back, as elderly men, to start all over again 
as hired men. A man trying to struggle 
against such conditions as have prevailed is 
like a feather trying to float up-stream, 
against tide and wind. It simply can’t be 
done. These facts are known to people who 
are familiar with conditions. Why argue 
about them? 
only remedy is through organization. In- 
dividuals can accomplish nothing to stem the 
tide of falling markets on agricultural pro- 
ducts—neither can individuals make a de- 
mand that anyone will listen to. If a voice 
is to be heard it must be the voice of the 
multitude. Society must be given to under- 
stand that this condition cannot continue— 
that one-half the nation cannot live off the 
other half in bankruptcy. A corn commod- 
ity organization is the only solution. Even 
the products of the jungle and the desert 
are marketed through commodity organiza- 
tions these days. It is a sorry situation 
that the intelligent people of this great mid- 
dle west have not yet anticipated the need 
of such an organization and provided it. 
They themselves are partly to blame for 
conditions. If farmers will unite, stop flood- 
ing the markets and put their corn on the 
market in an orderly manner, order will 
soon begin to come out of chaos. If the 
sugar trust was to attempt to market its 
year’s crop in a month or two it would be up 
against the same condition, but it does not. 
It uses brains and available credit and holds 
back the supply. The farmer must learn a 
business lesson from other great organiza- 
tions. Perhaps when President Coolidge 
said: ‘The farmer must work out his own 
salvation,’ he did not mean to abandon him, 
but to express the well-known fact that said 
farmer has no sympathy in market centers 
interested in cheap food products; that he 
must free himself from control of these 
marts; that he must control the marketing 
of his own product; that he must get in posi- 
tion to say: ‘I’ll take so much,’ rather than: 
‘How much will you give?’ Organization 
will do this. Another necessary thing is a 
campaign of education to convince people 
that conditions are really what they are. 
With so many ‘joy boys’ writing this ‘pros- 
perous farmer’ stuff people really do not 
know the true conditions on the farm. They 
must be informed. That takes money. No 
individual can spend it. A big organization 
can. Other organizations are national in 
their scope. They do not fill the bill; they 
cannot. High-priced corn would have no ap- 
peal in the cotton or prune belt. We must 
have a corn commodity organization right 
here in the Corn Belt. We must put it over

big. You must help. Don’t wait for George 
to do it. It must be well financed; it must 
be united and determined to help where help. 
comes from—financially, politically or oth- 
erwise. It must be controlled by men in sym- 
pathy with the movement. The situation is 
not hopless unless we admit it. There is a 
remedy. It will be found if we do our part. 
Next week we will attempt to show this is 
a community proposition, and not one for 
the farmer alone.”

able, slightly laxative and high in minerals 
and are more nearly balanced than our oth- 
er grains. They can be used very success- 
fully with corn or barley and oil meal in the 
grain ration in the early part of the feeding 
period, however, the amount should be cut 
down to a great degree and posisbly entire- 
ly out of the ration the last few months in 
order to force the calf to consume more of 
the other grain which will produce fat more 
rapidly. 

The following grain mixtures are satis- 
factory for baby beef feeding:

Add alfalfa or clover hay. In the win- 
ter, if silage is available, add it also to any 


of the above rations. Molasses may be add- 
ed during the latter part of the feeding per- 
iod. Keep salt before the calves at all 
times. Be sure they have plenty of pure 
fresh water. ; 

The fitting is a part of the game which 
can be gained best through experience and 
by watching others, however, there can be a 
few suggestions made concerning general 
management. The calf should be kept in a 
dry shelter and protected from storms dur- 
ing the winter and in the spring and sum- 
mer, especially the latter part of the sum- 
mer be kept in a dark stall in order to be 
free as nearly as possible from the flies. A 
dark stall with plenty of air will beat a 
shade tree with a lot of flies plus a lot of 
patent fly dope all hollow. The calf should 
have plenty of exercise and be taught to 
lead while he is young. It is advisable to 
keep the calf away from larger cattle and to 
be sure that he is fed regularly. Keep the 
feed box and stall clean. 

After all the joy resulting from well 
earned accomplishment is perhaps the most 
permanent satisfaction.
